William Pitt I'cssendcn by Senator Cattell, of
New Jersey:

Mr. President, If 1 were to take counsel of my
judgment rather than of my feelings, J am sure 1

should rcinnln a silent listener throughout, these
mournful ceremonies, for 1 cannot hope to add any-
thing to the eloquent and impressive words which
have fallen from the lips of those who have preceded
me, nor will any words of mine add to the justly
hlKh estimate which the people of this country have
mined of the talents, patriotism, and eminent, ser-

vices of the distinguished statesman whose loss we
mourn.

lint I should do violence to the promptings of my
heart if 1 fulled on this occasion to oiler my tribute
of respect and aifectlon to the memory of my de-
parted friend.

ft Is no part of my purpose to attempt any delinea-
tion of the character of Mr. Kessenileii, or to speak,
of the eminent services he Iiuh rendered to the coun-
try on this tlonr and elsewhere in the most critical
period of our nation's history. His colleague! and
olhcrB liuvc lltl.v spoken of his public, career, and It
may solely be left lor the pen of the historian to
complete the record. My purpose Is a more simple
and grateful one. I bring rrom the garden of the
heart a few fresh, modest flowers, dripping with the
dew of affection, to cast upon the grave of tlte friend

loved.
Mr. Fessenden was my friend. When three years

ago I come to this chamber, fresh from the' busy
walks of a stirring commercial life which alforded
little time for tin- - careful study of public airalrs, a
stranger to most or the members of the body, unfa-
miliar with the forms of legislation, deeply im-
pressed with the responsibilities of my new position,
and distrustful of my ability to do justice to my
Utate, lie took me by the hand, addressed me gene-
rous words of encouragement, gave me his conn-deuc- e,

and honored me with his friendship, and with
all the kinducMS, delicacy, and alleetion ol an elder
brother he continued to the end to be my constant
counsellor and steadfast friend.

At the very outset of my Senatorial career he was
kind vnough to express a wish to have me placed on
the Finance Committee, of which he was then chair-
man; a position which us a new memiterlnad no
right to expect, but a compliment I fully appre-
ciated. For more than two years It has been my
privilege to occupy a seat by his side lu this cham-
ber, kindly Invited thereto by himself. I had there-
fore the advantage of enjoying to a large extent his
brilliant and instructive conversation on subjects of
public interest, and also ample opportunity to study
the characteristics or his mind and heart in the un-
restricted social intercourse which such proximity
naturally begets between friends.

Mr. President, William P. Fessenden was an honest
man ; and, sir,

"An honest man Is tne noblest work of tied."
lie was the truest man to his convictions I have

ever known. He had that combination of qualities
which alone can muke a great statesman a elear
heud and a pure heart coupled with a linn will and a
determined spirit. Moreover, 1 can bear testimony
that he was a man of the finest sensibilities, the
most tender-hearte- d and affectionate of men. I
spcuk of this because I fear in some quarters he was
not in this respect fully understood.

In the heat and fervor of current otr-han-d debate,
wherein I think he was without a rival in this cham-
ber, his keen, sharp, Incisive style and earnest man-
ner would sometimes wound an opponent. Hut he
bore malice towards none, and f think it may bo
tt ullilully sidd of him, as tie said of the lamented
Senator Foot, "Impulsive and ardent in tempera-mei,- t,

he was generous and forgiving. If Injury ex-
cited him to anger, it wus a generous nnger which
could hardly outlive t tie occasion aud perished of
Itself it h it alone."
